Applicants' Attorney below has, however, obtained replacement documents which (without 
physically examining the preceding three documents) appear to contain largely the same 
subject matter as the preceding three documents. The replacement documents are identified 
in the accompanying Supplemental EDS. A copy of the replacement documents accompanies 
that IDS. 

Applicants 1 Attorney below likewise does not have, and has not been able to obtain, 
any document which clearly constitutes (an original or copy) of any of the particular English 
translations which were indicated in the 8 January 2002 EDS as accompanying that IDS.

A computer translation, copy enclosed with the accompanying Supplemental IDS, into 
English of the specification and claims, with Japanese drawings, of JPP 8-172366 has been 
obtained/prepared subsequent to the submission of the 20 December 2004 IDS. As noted in 
the 20 December 2004 IDS, U.S. Patent 5,859,861 cited in the 8 January 2002 IDS is the 
U.S. equivalent of German Patent Publication DE 19626076. The preceding twelve English 
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documents (English abstracts, Japanese computer translations into English, and U.S. Patent 
5,859,861) are intended to serve as substitutes for the English translations indicated as 
accompanying the 8 January 2002 IDS. 

In addition, the 8 January 2002 IDS indicates that it included a copy of English 
translations of European Patent Publication 410,399 A2 and International Patent Publication 
WO 97/1 1544 cited in that IDS. However, these two patent documents are already in 
English. Accordingly, the marking of the 20 January 2002 IDS to indicate enclosure of a 
copy of these two patent documents is erroneous and should be ignored. 

Applicants 1 Attorney realizes that the PTO paper file for the above application 
presumably contains a copy of the PTO-90C transmittal sheet, a copy of the accompanying 
Supplemental Notice of Allowability, and the accompanying examiner-annotated Substitute 
Form PTO 1449, all mailed 22 November 2005.
